Ege-tritness Account of ‘Rebel’ Trial 


On a hot August day 
nine students charged « 
“military rebellion” were 
tried by a Spanish Military

ittle at the cemplexity of 
stepping down from a’ police 
van when youre manacied 
‘to somebody. Then another 
guard, 

Quickly they were hustied 
into the building which houses 
the Military Court of Justice, 
Madrid District. We tried to 
itollow but were told to stay 
outside in the street. It's

A few minutes before ll a.m 
ve were allowed in. There 
was a rush up the stairway 
te the second floor and into 
the chamber where the trial 
was to take place. The law 
requires that the publmr have 
access to all trials unless se- 
curity’.matters or obscenity 
are. involved. But considering 
that \the eensorship prevents 
the press from announcing 
when aftd where trials are to 
be held.

The young defendants had 
been arrested Mav 17 and 
18 and had been im jail since 
then, awaiting trial. Most of 
them were from Valencia 
ee had been involved in 
t preparation and circula- 
tion of wt calling for a 
24-hour protest strike against 
the Franco regime which 
actually never came off. 
Five of the youths were 
law students, one was study- 
ing engineering, another was 
enrolled in the medical schoo! 
at the University of Sala- 
manca. The girl, Isabeli 
Mufioz, was a student at the 
Valencia conservatory of mu- 
sic Her 2th birthday came 
while she was in prison.

As the trial progressed it. 
was brought owt that eight 
of the students, including 
Isabel Mufioz, were members 
of an illegal Socialist students 
association, the Agrupacion 
Socialista Universitaria: that 
two of the young men be- 
longed also to the respected 
lay organization Catholic 
Action; that defendant. Vi- 
centé Liuch, 23, was the son 
of a councillor of the JONS. 
a braneh of the Falange 
which is Spain's only author- 
ized party: that all belonged 
© “good” families. 

The medical student. Ma- 
nue] Novo, 28, testified that 
the police in Salamanca had 
extracted a statement from 
him “by violent methods” 
and that he had had to re- 
ceive medical treatment. Alli 
cenied that they were Com- 
munists or that they had 
knowingw . associated with 
any. 

Aithough there were nine 
defendants only one witness 


testified. He was Maruel| 
Novo's biology professor. 
Fernando Galan, who had. 


come from Salamanca to do 
what he could. to‘ help his 
student.

After @ 18-minute recess. 
the prosecutor announced

The spec- 
tators were shooed out te the 
street and we waited outside 
for the verdict The father of 
Emitio Hurtado, the econo- 
mics student, disappeared 
around the corner and _ re- 
turned a few minutes later) 
with a large carton of cakes. 
A soldier agreed to deliver 
it to the prisoners and pretty 
soon we saw Isabel Mufoz.

ens. and Emilio Hurtado poke 
their heads out of a second- 


storey window. munching 
happily and waving their. 
thanks.
